noise-making 
devices 
usually

ployed on Independence day. 
The stale law and 
the city ordi 
nance covering 
the matter 
o(' fire 
works are both very strict carrying 
heavy penalties. All lire-crackers mort 
than three inches Long or more thai 
a halt inch in diameter come undei 
the ban of the regulation. They shal 
not contain such powerful explosives: 
as dynamite* nitro-glycerjn 
or 
gun 
powder, the line for 
exploding sucl 
crackers not conforming with the reg 
ulalion ranging from $50 to $riOO 01 
a jail sentence ranging from 30 days 
to six months, or both. 


The state law also forbids the use 
of rockets or any 
kind of fireworks- 
containing these 
dangerous exploa 
ives, while the blank cartridges, dyna- 
mite canes and similar devices are aJ- 
i?o under the restriction.
